REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. 03 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant has argued that the Mian reference does not teach tapered channels in communication with a plurality of reaction 
cells. The Examiner agrees with applicant that Mian does not teach tapered channels - this feature is provided by Kellogg - but 
the Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's assertion that that Mian does not show a plurality of connected reaction 
cells. The Examiner believes that Mian clearly shows a plurality of reaction cells connected by passages having valves in 
Figure 1 A. The Examiner also respectfully disagrees with applicant's argument that the use of the tapered valves from Kellogg 
would only lead one to apply the tapered structure to only one valve. As previously noted. Mian teaches a plurality of valves. 
The combination of the tapered valve structure from Kellogg with the device of Mian would lead to a plurality of tapered 
structures in contact with a plurality of reaction cells..
